FU ender (D -La). chairm an 
of the Senate Agriculture Commit­ 
tee and head of the Senate con­ 
ferees. still talked hopefully of an 
agreem ent before Congress begins 
a 10-day E aster recess Thursday 
Minor differences between the two 
bills m ade that appear unlikely 
The Senate bill includes provis­ 
ions for a new $1 2 billion soil bank 
plan, $500 million additional funds 
for price support buying of perish­ 
able farm products, new “ domes 
tic p arity” plans for w heat and 
rice, and a variety of other pro­ 
posals. None of these 
has 
been 
form ally considered by the House. 
By contrast the House version is 
sim ple. It calla for restoration of 
m andatory 90 per cent of parity 
supports on wheat, corn, 
cotton, 
rice and peanuts and an increase 
in the minimum level 
of 
dairy 
supports from 75 to 80 per cent of 
parity.

The Atlanta explosion occurred 
in a predom inantly white section 
where some homes have been sold 
to Negroes. A sim ilar blast was 
reported there Feb. 25. 
Police did not determ ine what 
caused the blast which shattered

fram e structure and tore a hole 
in the living room floor. 
A white neighbor whose home 
suffered minor damage told po­ 
lice three Negro adults and two 
children moved out of the house 
with their belongings about live 
hours after the explosion.

Ex-Red Spy Says Russia Is Now In Throes Of Revolution 


WASHINGTON Gfi — A former 
Soviet intelligence officer says the 
Russian leaders’ denunciation 
of 
Stalin is a desperate attem pt to 
retain their power.

ready begun.’’ 
Nikolai E. Khokhlov, who de­ 
fected to the West In 1954 after 
13 ye a re in the Soviet intelligence 
service, gave that appraisal in 


an interview published today by 
the magazine V. S. News.” 
The 20th congress of the Soviet 
Communist party in February, he 
said, “openly and publicly confirm­ 
ed that dictatorship cannot exist

IncomeTaxMuSt I Health For All 
Soon Be Filed 


Prepare And File 
Now Is Advocated 


“Less than a month remains to 
prepare your individual Federal in 
come tax return and pay any taxes 
due,” Arthur Cochran Administra­ 
tive Officer of the W’ilmington of­ 
fice of the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice, said today. 


Cochran urged taxpayers to get 
to work at once on preparing their 
1955 returns. As time passes, he 
pointed out, it becomes increasing­ 
ly difficult to collect all essential 
financial records of last year re­ 
ceipted bills, cancelled checks, and 
other papers which enable the tax 
payer to prepare the most accur 
ate type of return. 
In addition, the longer the tax­ 
payer waits the more pressing be­ 
comes the obligation, and some es­ 
sential entries may be overlooked 
or incorrectly entered. 
Telephone assistance is available 
by calling Wilmington 2348 but it 
will be more difficult to obtain it 
as the filing deadline nears be­ 
cause of the last minute rush by 
tardy taxpayers, Cochran caution­ 
ed. The filing deadline is Monday, 
April 16, 1956.

But . . . . he 
was taking a pill to pep himself 
up in the morning, another to re­ 
duce his weight, an assorted group 
of vitamin and mineral pills and 
capsules, antihisUmin for the snif­ 
fles, drops to soothe his nose, a 
drug to quiet the jitterg, another 
to fight heartburn, a laxative, and 
a sleeping potion. 
None of these things were “med­ 
icine” to him — just little things 
he

needed 
to 
g e t 
through the day. No doctor had ad- 
/ised him to take all that stuff. 
As a matter of fact, he went to 
see the doctor because he was suf- 
f e r i n g 
unexplained 
stom a c h 
cramps. 
Too many people take too much 
medicine or too many 
kinds 
of 
medicine. Some get themselves in­ 
to serious trouble by continuing to 
take a medicine prescribed by the 
(lector long after it has done its 
work and the need is past. Others 
go to three or four physicians, get­ 
ting from each a prescription for 
a different symptom. Many go on 
taking a drug after it starts to 
produce 
symptoms 
which, 
to 
a 
doctor, would indicate a sensitivity 
to the medicine. 
The wisest procedure is to stick 
to the advice of the family doctor 
When you see him for your regular 


checkup, he should 
know w h a t 
medicines, laxatives, and diet sup­ 
plements you have 
been 
taking. 
Perhaps he will tell you you don’t 
need all those vitamin pills. The . 
laxative habit can be dangerous. | 
Perhaps the symptoms 
you 
are 
t mating 
yourself 
indicate 
some 
serious trouble 
which 
he 
alone 
should diagnose. 


Many of us are apt to prescribe 
for ourselves when it comes to cold 
remedies, vitamins and laxatives. 
It’s a good idea to ask the doc­ 
to rs opinion first. He’s the man 
who knows whether a commercial 
preparation you can buy from the 
drugstore will do you any good — 
oi whether it might do you real 
harm.

ago that he had become astounded to 
learn how many people of this locality 
hr>d become enthusiastic devotees oi the 
“ do-ii-yoursclf” idea of getting what they 


want.

pi is© most people over the numerous fam­ 
ilies building their own homes. 


Presumably this thing is happening on 


a big scale over the country and it is an­ 
other amazing manifestation of the re­ 
sourcefulness of the American people. 
This movement has been growing stead­ 


ily since World War II and in the last few 
years is reported to have been sweeping 
clear across the nation like a prairie fire. 


At its beginning it had all the ear-marks 
nt being just another fad. Now it appears 
to have become a definite asset and a 
Healthy part of the American economy. 


In attempting to account for the rapid 


expansion of this “ do-it-yourself” phenom­ 
enon, the economists attribute it partly to 
the 5-day work week, with its shorter 
hours per day; more paid holidays and 
vacations tor workers; 
and unemploy­ 


ment compensation. These things combin­ 
ed have provided extra time for J o e 
Doakes to devote to home projects. 


To give some idea of just how this “ do- 


lSyourself” has become big business, one 
that is not subject to investigation and ai- 


tack by the Justice 
Department, 
the 


American people arc spending $7 billion 
a year for materials and equipment. Ama- 
4our house painters burning with the “ do- 
lt-vourself” fever arc buying about 75 
percent of the nation's production of in­ 
terior paint. They are purchasing 42 per­ 
cent oi all plywood, 50 percent of all floor 
tile and 60 percent of all wallpaper. 
Needless to say there has been many a 


bruised thumb as a hammer failed to hit 
the nail and literally oceans of paint have 
been daubed on objects not intended by 
♦ he amateur painter on “ his own.” Few 
have attained professional skill in this 
“ do-it-yourself” process, but the over-all 
result has definitely been on the plus side. 
In this age of automation, it is giving 


millions of Americans an opportunity to 
demonstrate their resourcefulness. 
One of the things that has been of grave 


concern to industrial management has 
been the fear that with the greatly short­ 
ened work week, workers would find more 
time to get into trouble—a throw-back to 
the old adage that “ Satan finds mischief 
for idle hands to do.” But the “ do-it-your­ 
self' movement has helped materially to 
solve this problem. Men working on home 
projects are far removed from idle temp­ 
tations.

'communists’ if their belief is ar­ 
ticulated. What is of more- eon 
cern now than the examples just 
mentioned is the promulgation of 
theistic religiosity that is eman­ 
ating from Washington. The in 
vocation of the heavenly powers 
which precedes cabinet meetings 
and the continual references to 
America as a 
God • fearing 
country’ all with the implication 
♦hat a good American must be a 
theist is. we are sure, disquieting 
to a large number of our citi­ 
zen©. For while we are guaran 
teed freedom of religious wor­ 
ship. 
we are cwt 
guaranteed 
freedom from religion 


T h e se boys, or they may be 
girls, or faculty members, are 
undoubtedly concerned aboil* the 
oaths that ha'c. to be taken in 
the course of our existence and 
which may involve perjury.-Of 
course, they have a way out; 
they can affirm rather than take 
an oath and I notice that whereas 
all oaths used to be taken with a 
hand on a Bible, many are now 
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taken with a hand sticking up in 
the air.

Of This State 


M ony Expected To 
Visit Worthington 
Home At Adena 


As Ohio celebrates, this week, 
the 15.lrd “ birthday” of the Great 
Seal of Ohio, Secretary of State 
Ted W. Brown, urged the thousands 
who will visit Adena, the home of 
Thomas Worthington, near Chilli 
cot he, to view the scene which in­ 
spired William Creighton, 
Ohio’s 
first Secretary of State, to design 
the seal. 


It was on a morning soon after 
Ohio began functioning as a state 
in 1803, that Creighton, Ohio's first 
Governor Edwin 
Tiffin 
and 
the 
then U, S. Senator and later Gov­ 
ernor, Thomas 
Worthington 
ami 
others stood on the lawn of the 
W o r t h i n g t o n 
homr 
after a 
n i g h t • long discussion of mat- 
t e r s vital to the new state. The 
sun rose slowly behind the Mount 
Logan range and with admiration, 
Creighton exclaimed; “The rising 
ann of a new state” , making thin 
and there the aug.' st ion that the 
scene become the ba*u» for a itate 
seal. 


On March 25, 1103 a law anther 
lung a seal was adopted by the 
Legislauire in sequin rn Chillico­ 
the. Ohio’s first capital 
it ort- 
scribed a device very similar to 
the State Seal of today; “tin the 
right side near the bottom a sheaf 
of wheat, and on the left tide a 
bundle of 17 arrows; in the back­ 
ground and rising above the sheaf 
and bundle of arrow*, a mountain 
over which shall appear a rising 
sun. the state seal to be surround­ 
ed by these words: 
‘The 
Great 
Seal of the Stale of Ohio*.” 
The meeting place of the Ohio 
statesmen was at Belle View, »It­ 
ll* ted where Adena, a beautiful 
new mansion, now restored by the 
Ohio State Historical <v*cipf\ 
was 
erected by Worthington in 1800-7, 
replacing the log structure 
Many liberties were fakery with 
the original sketch made by Sec­ 
retary of State Creighton, aecorl 
mg to “ Ohio Capitals” a booklet 
published by Secretary of S t a t e 
Brown for distribution principally 
among the schools.
